MOTOR NOTES: PARKING 


By Ovr Mororme CorresronpEenr. 


The Dublin Police have been unusually 
“active recently in warning motorists living in 
the suburbs that*they must not let their cars 
remain stationary on the roadside for more 
than a few minutes. Take, for instance, the 
Worth Circular road. A business man drives 
home for dinner and leaves his car as close as 
possible to the kerbstone for an hour in front 
of his According to the police he is 
Hable to be prosecuted and fined for obstruct- 
ing the thoroughfare. 

This raises the whole question of parking 
facilities in an acute form, and I trust that 
the City Commissioners will give it early con: 
eideration. 1 suggest that if a motor owner 
cannot leave his car outside his own door for 
a few minutes he should be allowed vo leave it 
in an adjacent thoroughfare where there is not 
much trafiic. One objection that may be 
urged to this course is that the city is by no 
“means free from motor thieves. My reply to 
that is that the motor thieves will pursue 
their “‘trade’’ anyway, and that the best 
way to baffle them is to leave the car in such 
& condition that they cannot mcwve it. There 
are plenty of ways in which this can be done.

Silencers. 

There have been many complaints during 
recent months about noisy motor cycles. There 
ean be no doubt that, next toa_ traction 
engine, the motor bicycle is the noisiest vehicle 
on the road, and that the law relating to it is 
thoroughly unsatisfactory. Some manufac- 
turers tit what they say are efficient silencers 
but more than one cyclist has been hauled 
before the magistrates, and ordered to pay a 
fine, because he accepted their words at their 
face value. 

It is good news, therefore, that the Auto 
Cycle Union has taken up the matter of im- 
proving silencers, and that it has organised a 
silence test. The objects of this novel test are 
to demonstrate that it is possible to reduce 
the noise of a motor cycle engine, so that it 
will not be a nuisance to anybody, and to in- 
duce manufacturers to give the question 
serious consideration. 


The Jury. 


The test will take place at Brooklands, and 
instead of the usual official judges there will 
be a jury tepresentative of various classes of 
the community. It will include a woman, a 
rerve specialist, a magistrate, a member of 
Parliament, two journalists, and a policeman. 
The jury will be posted where they can hear, 
but not see the vehicles that pass. As each one 
passes they will record their impressions. 
For purposes of comparison motor lorries, 
motor cars, and other vehicles will be inter- 
spersed with the cycles. 

The trial will embody four tests—(1) back 
pressure; (2) aural observation at a fixed 
point at a speed of 25 miles an hour; (3) 
ascent of test hill on bottom gear; (4) start- 
ing the engine several times. No silencer 
which fails to give a reasonable standard in 
the first test will be submitted to the others. 
It is to be hoped that the trial will result 
in the average motor cycle becoming as un- 
objectionable as the average motor car.

Upholstery. 

All Irish motorists were grieved last week 
by the news of the accident to Mr. K. Lee 
Guinness. in the Spanish Grand Prix.

WONDERFUL—BUT USELESS. 
By A Mepicat CORRESPONDENT. 

There is a story, which we heard and be- 
lieved in youth, that a surgeon can take out 
a human eye, wash it and put it back safely 
in its proper place. 

The Vienne biologists with Przibram, Kam- 
merer and Steiner at their head have done 
many wondertul things during the last three 
years, and among them have achieved this 
seemingly impossible feat of taking out an 
eye and putting it back, not where it be- 
longed, but into the eye socket of another 
animal, 

The eye has survived in a number of in- 
stances, but it is no longer a seeing eye 
Twice Dr. Koppanyi has demonstrated that 
the pupil of the transplanted eye has reacted 
—that is to say, has taken notice when a 
beam of light has been thrown upon it, but 
ne was unable to produce any evidence that 
the brain behind the eye perceived anything. 
_ Animal eyes can now be transplanted; that 
is certain, but they remain sightless. So 
what is the good of it? : 

No doubt the disappointment was to he 
expected, for none of the more highly 
organised tissues is ever replaced when it has 
been destroyed. A newt may grow a fresh 
tail, but a human being never reproduces so 
much as a finger. Nerve cells when destroyed 
are never regenerated, although the fibres may 
sprout out again from the end of a nerve 
which has been cut. But the eye is no mere 
nerve; it is really a part of the brain, and, 
once its stalk has been severed, no serious 
biologist would expect its function ever to be 
restored. i

CANADIAN MOTOR CAR EXPORTS 


AFFECTED, 


OTTAWA. 

The Federal Government has now received 
official notification of the New Zealand Go- 
vernment’s intention as from April 1 to 
increase to 75 per cent. the proportion of 
British value required in goods to enter New 
Zealand under British preferential tariff. 
This means that Canadian goods must be 
manufactured up to 75 per cent. in Canada.

The Sixpenny Tax. 

The Minister for Posts and Telegraphs 
was on his defence in Cork yesterday, 
when he tried to convince a special meet- 
ing of the local Chamber of Commerce 
that his new sixpenny tax on imported 
parcels was a good thing. His defence 
of this tax was ingenious. The number 
of postal packets which enter the 
Free State exceeds the number which 
leaves .¢ by about two million - parcels 
per annum, The British Government 
allows the Free State Post Office three- 
pence per parcel for delivery, with the 
result that the handling of British goods 
for Irish consumption constitutes a per- 
manent drain on the Free State Exchequer. 
According. to Mr. Walsh, the minimum 
‘pom of the delivery of a postal packet is 
sixpence. Therefore, om his reckoning, 
the Free Stat> was losing two million 
threepences every year—in Other words, 
£25,000; and, moreover, was encouraging 
trade with British firms at the expense of 
local enterprise. For that reason the six- 
penny tax was imposed on all imported 
parcels. In Mr. Walsh's words, it killed 
three birds with one stone. It provided 
for the covering of the yearly deficit on 
the parce] post; it tended to discourage 
business with big distributing firms in 
England, and it gave the Free State Post 
Office an opportunity of reducing its 
domestic parcel rates. In the circum- 
stances Mr. Walsh might have gone 
even further. The Post Office is 
working at a loss of £650,000 a year. 
Why should he not impose a tax on 
all incoming letters, which, doubtless, are 
greater in number than those that leave 
the country? There are a dozen ways in 
which the Post Office might raise addi- 
tional revenue; and for every one of them 
just as good a case could be made as that 
which Mr. Walsh made for the sixpenny 
tax. 

The plain truth is t.at it is a thoroughly 
bad tax. In the first place, the Post Office 
is an administrative department and has 
no right to initiate policy. In this case a 
new tax has been imposed with the ex- 
pressed purpose of acting as a pro- 
tective tariff against imported goods. So 
far as we know, the Dail, which alone is 
responsible for matters of fiscal policy, 
never sanctioned such an impost. In the 
next place, we doubt very much whether 
the tax will prevent a single shilling’s 
worth of English goods from entering the 
Free State. Mr. Walsh must know per- 
fectly well that nobody in this island is so 
foolish as to wish to buy goods in London 
if they can be purchased on equal :terths 
here. The man who buys on the mail 
order system from London or Man- 
chester probably could get the same 
article in a Dublin shop; but by 
purchasing direct he evades middle- 
men’s profits. His procedure now is 
simple. The difference of sixpence in the 
price of an article hardly would justify 
anybody in ordering it from England when 
it could be had in a few minutes at a local 
shop, and, consequently, the tax will 
apply chiefly to goods of substantial value. 
If they are sufficiently valuable, the pur- 
chaser will accept the additional sixpence 
as an inevitable increase in his cost of 
living. If they are very cheap things, he 
probably will order two or three of them

American Politics. 

The Presidential election in the United 
States is only four weeks distant, but as 
yet there is little evidence of popular ex- 
citement in the coming struggle. President 
Coolidge is maintaining the Sphinx-like 
attitude on which his political reputation 
is based The other two candidates have 


been more active. Mr. J. W. Davis, the} 


representative of the Democratic Party, 
has made a tour of the Middle West, 
during which he has covered five thousand 
miles and has come into contact with a 
large number of voters to whom he was 
unknown. Closer acquaintance with the 
voters in the West has increased his hopes. 
of success, although he has made no im- 
portant statement of his policy. Mr. La 
Follette, the Independent candidate, has 
shown much of his old prowess and in- 
defatigable spirit in speech-making, with 
the result that he has won a large measure 
of support. Well-informed opinion in the 
United States, however, rates his chances 
of election to the Presidency low, and the 
issue seems to lie between the Democrats 
and the Republicans. The more support 
that Mr..La Follette receives, the greater 
become the hopes of Mr. Davis and his 
party. If the polling is sufficiently close 
to require an appeal to the House of 
Representatives, it is expected confidently 
that Mr. Davis will be elected. Moreover, 
Mr. La Follette is winning support from 
elements of the population that would vote 
otherwise on the side of the Republicans. 
These elements include the German-Ameri- 
cans, to whom he has made a direct appeal. 
His previous record as a sympathiser with 
Germany, which endangered his position in 
the Senate during the war, now stands him 
in good stead. Mr. Davis also is attacking 
the Republicans in one of their strong- 
holds, and there appears to be a good 
prospect that many negro voters will re- 
nounce their Republican allegiance in his 
favour on account of his denunciation of 
the Ku Klux Klan. Mr. Coolidge’s posi- 
tion as President is at once his strength 
and his weakness. No doubt, many un- 
éertain voters will give their support to the 
“man in possession ' ; but the record of 
the Republican Government gives his 
opponents an opportunity for criticism 
which they have been quick to seize. Both 
Mr. La Follette and Mr. Davis have de- 
nounced the oil scandal, the high taxation 
and other instances of Republican in- 
efficiency and corruption. Mr. Hughes, 
the Secretary of State, opened the Repub- 
lican campaign last Saturday, at Ohio, 
with a speech which dealt chiefly with 
foreign relations. He pointed with pride 
to the achievements of the Government 
in this sphere—the Washington Conference 
and the Dawes plan. He explained the 
case for aloofness from the League of 
Nations and for refusal to pledge the 
United States to intervention in European 
affairs. Mr. Davis, on the other hand, 1s 
well disposed to the League, although he 
has declined to make this question an issue 
in the electoral conflict. Until further 
evidence of popular interest is forthcoming 
it is impossible to forecast the verdict of 
the 4th November. Mr. Davis is expected to 
score rather heavily in the South, but the 
present view of the situation among trust- 
worthy observers is that a defeat for Mr. 
Coolidge would be in the nature of a mild 
surprise. So far as Europe is concerned, 
the chief interest lies in the conflicting 
attitudes of the candidates towards foreign 
politics. A victory for the Democrats 
would mean, in Mr. Davis’s words, a 
“ return to the idealism of President 
Wilson.’’ 


Sweepstakes. 


We are glad to learn that the Minister 
of Justice intends to enforce the Lotteries 
Act strictly in the Free State, '' Flag 
day ”' collections multiplied so largely that 
they became a positive pest; and if they 
are now somewhat. less frequent, the ex- 
planation may be that the public began 
indiscriminately to refuse to contribute to 
these charitable imposts. If we are ap- 
proached more seldom by young people 
eager to decorate us with flags which indi- 
cate that we have fulfilled this or that 
society’s expectation, we are pestered too 
often with another variety of collector— 
the young woman who “ has tickets to 
sell.’” Sometimes mere children are met: 
on the public road, collecting sixpences in 
return for lottery tickets, and the plea of a 
charity, united to the prospect of handsome 
prizes, persuades our. amiable public to 
part easily with its silver. What propor- 
tion of the money collected reaches its 
ostensible destination, and what effect is 
wrought on the characters of the young

Whether there will be a dissolution of 
Parliament now rests with the Liberals. 
They alone can save the situation for the 
Government, since the Cabinet has decided 
that it will resist both the Conservative 
motion and the Liberal amendment o» 
Wednesday. If the Liberals persist in 
their amendment and go into the lobby 
with the Conservatives to support it, the 
Government must be defeated. It must 
resign or ask the Crown for a dissolution 
on the ground that the want of confidence 
shown in the House of Commons does not 
represent the wishes of the electorate. It 
is understood that, while the Cabinet has 
resolved upon such a line of action, several! 
of the Ministers do not believe for ; 
minute that the Liberals will press thei: 
amendment to a division. ‘ 

It seems to-day that the Socialists 
certainly are preparing for a general elec- 
tion, though they do not want one and 
would fain avoid the necessity of going to 
the polls. The full decisions reached by 
the Cabinet this afternoon are not likely 
to be revealed until the meeting of the 
National Labour Party Conference to. 
morrow, when it is anticipated that Mr. 
Macdonald will define his position. A 
suggestion made to-day is that the Govern- 
ment may avert defeat on Wednesday by 
accepting a proposal for a judicial inquiry 
in the Workers’ Weekly business; but I 
understand that its objection at present to 
that proposal is as great as to an inquiry 
by a Committee of the House of Commons 


Conservatives and Liberals. 


In Conservative circles it is thought that 
the Government may press the issue on 
Wednesday and be defeated. Any such 
development will be welcomed by the Con. 
servative Party; for the prospect of an 
election is not viewed by the party 
organisers with pessimism. It is expected 
that several of the seats lost at the general 
election will be recaptured, and that a 
number of seats may be won from the 
other parties. If Conservatism polls its 
full strength it will do well at the election, 
but last time there were many abstentions 
—a fact which lost several seats to tha 
party. | 

The Liberal Party is greatly agitate: 
over the political situation; for, thouct 
the crisis has been brought about by it: 
efforts, it does not know what to do wit) 
it. A number of Liberals are disinclined 
to support the party leaders if it means 
voting against the Government ; and, since 
it is believed that they are about twenty 
strong, their votes must be considered. In 
the Liberal ranks there still is a hope 
that the Government may find itself ablo 
to wriggle out of the present situation by 
a method which will not compel the 
Liberal Party to vote in the same lobby 
with the Conservatives. This really is the 
delicate point in the present position of 
affairs. he Liberals would like to see an 
end of the Labour Government, but not if 
its defeat is going to help the Conserva 
tives. 


The Miners’ Vote 


The Labour Party hopes to capture ti» 
vote of the agricultural labourer at the 
next election, and strenuous efforts are 
being made to this end. These efforts. it is 
said, are really necessary if the Labou: 
Party is to increase its numbers; for 
some of the industrial strongholds are not 
so safe as they were. The whole County 
of Durham at the last election went 
Labour—mostly on candidates run by the 
Miners’ Federation—but now no fewer 
than twenty-four thousand pitmen in the 
county are out of work and the Dawes 
agreement is regarded with great bitter- 
ness. The union funds are fading away 
fast, and the day is not distant when the 
provision of out-of-work benefit will be a 
matter of considerable difficulty. It is not 
altogether surprising that the Durham 
miners are dissatished with their party 
and are inclined to place their votes else- 
where. i 


Last Days at Wembiey. 


The closing of the Empire Exhibition 
on November Ist will be marked by an 
imposing ceremonial, but its exact form 
has not yet been decided. The national 
exhibitions of the past have usually been 
closed with a musical Service of thanks- 
giving, and it may be that this precedent 
will be adopted. Such a Service could 
be held in the Stadium. It is probable 
that no details will be announced until 
the Prince of Wales, who is the President 
of the Exhibition, returns from Canada. 
A decision as to the re-opening of the 
Empire Exhibition next year will be taken 
definitely this week, and it is highly 
probable that it will be in favour of a 
resumption. 


A Dickens Museum. ó 


It seems odd that London should have 
been without a Dickens Museum for so 
many years, since the cult of the great 
novelist was intense some thirty years ago 
and is still strong. The Dickens Fellow- 
ship have now acquired 48 Doughty street, 
the house to which Dickens took his bride 
after their marriage, and where he wrote 
several of his works. It is virtually the 
only house in London occupied by the 
novelist which has not been altered out of 
recognition. The Fellowship hope that the 
house will become a Dickens shrine and 
that its museum, library and art gallery 
will be generally appreciated. 


Roman Catholic Chaplains. 


A book which must appeal to a number 
of Irishmen is a record of the work oí 
the Roman Catholic chaplains of the 
British Army during the war. The Rev. 

Rawlinson, O.B.S., of 14 Trinity 
square, Southwark, is collecting the 
material for such a book, and he is anxious 
to receive information of all kinds in con 
nection with work of exceptional interest 
in the trenches, at dressing stations and 
elsewhere during the actual fighting 
Matter relating to the managements of 
soldiers’ clubs or huts, pilgrimages to 
Lourdes and other places, with educational 
schemes aad anything of an interestins 
or unusual character, will also be accept 
able. 


England versus New Zealand.

LABOUR CABINET REFUSFS

LONDON, Monday Night. 

Only an unforseen event can now avert the 
defeat of the Government on Wednesday 
night. The die was cast by to-day’s Cabinet 
meeting, which resolved, in effect, to defy and 
even to encourage the House to turn them 
out. Whether it is a wise move for the 
Government time alone can tell. The Liberal 
amendment to be moved by Sir John Simon 
is indistinguishable, in the opinion of the 
Cabinet, from the vote of censure which Sir 
Robert Horne is to move on behalf of the 
Unionists.

Harney, K.C., M.P. for South Shields, re- 
gards as the proper course for the Govern- 
ment to accept, was to refer Sir Patrick 
Hasting’s wythdrawal of the Campbell prose- 
cution to a judicial inquiry.

The Campbell prosecution, however, is ad- 
mitted by all parties to be what Mr.

PUTTING THE NEW ACT] 


INTO OPERATION. 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
TO BE APPOINTED. 


From Ovr Pourricat C 


There is good reason for hoping that 
within the next week a definiie step will be 
taken by the Free State Ministry of Iy 
and Commerce in the direction of administer- 
ing the Trade Loans (Guarantee) Act by the 
appointment of the Advisory Committee for 
which provision is made under Sections I. 
and II. of the measure. The equivalent of 
the British Trades Facilities Act, the 1 ‘rade 
Loans (Guarantee) Bill was introduced in the 
Dail on 20th of June last for the purp 
of relieving unemployment and compelling 
a reduction in the prices of essential com- 
modities in the Free State. The recent 
‘‘ appropriate "’ increase of a penny a quart 
in the price of milk—presumably an 
““ essential commodity '’—has focussed atten- 
tion upon the apparent inactivity of the 
Government in the matter of giving effect to 
their chief legislative measure for the pro- 
tection of the consumer. It is a couple of 
months ago now since the bill received the 
assent of the Governor-General and was 
placed on the Statute Book as the law of the 
land. It remains in force for a period of 
twelve months, but, pleasurable as the anti- 
cipation might be, there is no ground for the 
hope that it will be in actual or effective 
operation by the end of the present month. 
t is so much to the good, however, that a 
definite step will be taken in the course of 
the next week towards »vutting the measure 
to practical use. 

© little difficulty has been experienced in 
the matter of the appointment of the Ad- 
visory Committee for which the Act pro- 
vides. It is understood that the Committee 
will consist of four members. It has not been 
easy to select persons suitable in every respect 
for the performance of the duties that will 
devolve on them. The Committee will be 
required to advise the Minister of Industry 
and Commerce as to the very best possible 
application of a large sum of money set aside 
for the purposes of the Act. It may be as 
well to state here the aim of the measure, as 
set forth in the title. It is as follows :— 

‘To enable the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce to guarantee certain classes of 
loans, the application of which is calculated 
to P gpa yar employment in Saorstat Eireann, 
and to grant or guarantee certain classes of 
loans, the application of which is calculated 
to promote a reduction in the retail prices 
in Saorstat Eireann of certain essential com- 
modities, and to make provision for the ap- 
plication of public moneys in or towards the 
fulfilling of such guarantees and the granting 
of such loans,”’ 

When the bill was introduced last June it 
was pointed out that the Government felt that 
the most effective way to reduce prices was 
not by controlling prices, but by guaranteeing 
loans to purchasers or consumers—or a com- 
bination of both—who would agree to sell the 
essential articles at reasonable prices. It will 
be the business of the Advisory Committee 
to examine all schemes submitted to the 
Minister as practicable proposals for either 
the relief of unemployment, or the reduction 
of the prices of essential commodities. 

The Committee, I understand, will be 
appointed within the course of another week, 
and the names of the members will be 
published in the Dublin Gazette. The Com-

DISTURBING RUMOURS. 


le is 


(From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


Since the publication, about a fortnight 
ago, of the report that an early reconstruc- 
tion of the Free State Cabinet was contem- 
plated, rumours of a more or less disquieting 
character have not ceased to circulate. 

During the past three days informal con- 
ferences between prominent members of the 
Ministerial Party and of Mr. McGrath's 
group are stated to have been held for the 
purpose of ‘‘ clearing the atmosphere,’’ and 
arriving at a “ real appreciation of the respec- 
tive positions.”’ Whatever significance may 
attach to those “' talks,” there is no reason 
to doubt that the demand for a special con- 
vention of the Cumann-na-nGaedheal organi- 
sation is becoming gradually more insistent. 

Not a few of the country branches have 
asked for a general meeting of delegates, and 
at the moment the headquarters of the 
organisation are, I understand, requesting to 
be informed of any particularly urgent 
reasons for the stmmoning of a special 
general meeting: Two or three branches 
have been openly critical of the (Gevern- 
ment’s policy in certain matters within the 
last few weeks, or, more correctly, it would 
seem their criticism has been directed by 
implication at certain members of the Go- 
vernment, 

It is undeniable that the disturbing 
‘rumours which have gained currency inside 
the last month are chiefly responsible for the 
suggestion that a general meeting of the 
members of the organisation should be called. 
The opinion is that a full and 
free discussion of certain. controver- 
sial issues—within the party ranks— 
would have a useful aná steadying 
effect on the whole organisation. The prob- 
ability is, however, that a special Convention 
will not summoned before the Dail meets. 
It is more likely that before the House re- 
assembles a special meeting of the Ministerial 
party in the Dail will be called, when the 
question of summoning a Convention of the 
whole organisation could be considered. 

Meanwhile rumours of a disturbing nature 
persist. The latest to gain currency is that 
vitally important decisions may be come to 
at a meeting of the Cabinet which, it is 
stated, will take place before the end of the 
week. The suggestion is that the matters 
for discussion constitute grounds for an acute 
difference of opinion between members of the 
Cabinet, and that, as a result of their refusal 
to agree to certain proposals submitted for 
their acceptance, two or three members of 
the Cabinet may find it impossible to share 
any further responsibility with their colleagues 
in the government of the country. 

A substantial foundation is claimed for this 
rumour. Others equally well, or ill, founded, 
as the case may be, are in circulation. By 
the end of another month, with the re- 
assembling of the Dail and the holding of five 
by-elections, the truth of them or otherwise 
will have been adequately tested.

VALUE ISSUE. 


The Times in a leading article upon the 
German Reconstruction Loan, which is ex- 
pected to be ready for issue next week, ob- 
serves :—That the Dawes report—with all its 
defects—and, therefore, the loan ig a step 
forward towards the paths of péace and 
prosperity is the considered belief $f nearly 
every leading statesman, banker, ahd econo- 
mist in this country. No question of senti- 
ment enters into the calculations of *thcse re- 
sponsible for the flotation of the,;Joan. Of 
necessity they must subordinate their feelings 
to the proper execution of the task entrusted 
to them. Having satisfied themselyes that it 
is a proper course to take, the bankers are 
doing no more than their duty. No one can 
forget, nor would it be right to forget, that 
one million of our people lost their lives by 
German aggression. The memory_of that 
fact cannot be eradicated from the minds of 
this generation or the next. As a people, 
however, we must beware lest these feelings 
betray our judgment. It is ineumbent 
upon those who guide public opinion that 
they shall bear in mind how easily this right 
and natural sentiment of hostility to Ger- 
many and to things German may cloud the 
vision and distort the judgment. A great 
and dignified people, having made peace with 
their enemies, will not derive any moral or 
material satisfaction or remain faithful to 
their own ideals if they earry their hostility 
to the point of refraijing from giving their 
help to the work of regonstructing the life of 
Europe. To do so would involve a rieglect 
of this country’s permanent interests.

TEST CASE IN AMERICA, 


In a message from New York yesterday 
The Times Correspondent states :—Legal pro- 
ceedings of unusual interest were begun 
to-day through the filing of a suit in the 
Federal Court at New Orleans designed to 
oust Mr. Walter L. Cohen, a negro, from the 
office of Controller of Customs, to which he 
was appointed by President Coolidge. The 
court was asked for an order restraining 
Mr. Cohen from holding office on the ground 
that he is a person of African blood and 
descent, and, therefore, cannot be a citizen 
of the United States. The action is an 
attack. on the vitality of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States (July, 1868), which gave negroes the 
right to vote. 

It was alléged by the attorneys who 
brought the suit that the Fourteenth Amend: 
ment was never formally ratified by three- 
fourths of the States as is required by the 
Constitution, and that it was not adopted by 
the required two-thirds vote of Congress. The 
office of Controller of Customs was created 
at the direction of the late President Harding 
expressly as a reward for the politically de- 
serving. Mr. Cohen has been a storm centre 
in politics ever since his appointment.

BENEFIT TO TRADE. 


CASH ON DELIVERY 
SYSTEM.

Business men in Dublin with whom he had 
recently discussed the question, told him that 
they estimated the cost of delivering their 
own parcels in and around the city at not 
less Fios sixpence a pareel. He was sure 
that Cork commercial men would say the 
same. 
expected scons to deliver’ British 
traffic in any part of the country, even the 
most remote, while récefving “for doing so 
only half what it costs a business firm to 
deliver its own parcels within its own im- 
mediate area, 

The railways presented, perhaps, a closer 
analogy in the matter than did business 
firms. For conveying a parcel of, say, Slbs. 
in weight (which for comparison purposes 
Mr. Walsh took as the average weight of 
parcels) for a distance not 
miles, the ordinary railway charge was 
eightpence, and for 16 miles and upwards 
a shilling. Those parcels were almost invari- 
ably handed in by the sender at the despatchi- 
ine station and called for at the station of 
destination, the company's work being in the 
main the mere transmission by rail in the 
ordinary vans of their ordinary trains, 
without any special packing, the companies, 
unlike the Post Office, incurring no expense 
for conveyance to and from their stations, 
for despatch in sealed bags, or for delivery 
at long distances from the terminal 
station. | 

If, then, the railway company’s whoele 
labour in connection with small parcels was 
negligible compared with that of the Post 
Office, and who, so far as could be judged, 
were not making any unusual profits on their 
undertakings,found it necessary to charge, sa 
eightpence or a shilling fora five-pound parcel, 
according to distance, how could it possibly 
be expected that the Post Office, with its more 
costly staff, could keep on re the 
absurdly low rate of threepence? When it 
was considered that about two million more 
parcels came in than went out yearly, the 
gravity of the position from the Depart- 
ment’s standpoint was apparent, 


PRESSURE, 


Notwithstanding this unsatisfactory financial 
position, the Government and the Post Office 
were being strongly pressed by Mercantile and 
Industrial Associations and Chambers of Com- 
merce to reduce the Saorstat parcel rates on 
the ground that they were excessive and 
adversely affected the development of Irish 
trade, and particularly that they caused the 
diversion to cross-Channel business houses, 
which had the advantage of lower postage 
rates, of business which should normally flow 
to Irish firms.

STOLEN IN POST BETWEEN 


BELFAST AND DUBLIN. 


The Post Office investigating departments | 
in Dublin and Belfast. are endeavouring. to 
trace a registered packet, stated to contain 
£2,000 in bank notes. 

It seems that a number of registered parcels 
containing bank notes were despatched on 
Friday evening last from ‘the Belfast head- 
ar of the Northern Banking Company to 
ifferent branches in the Free State. The next 
morning it was discovered by the Dublin 
postal authorities that one of the packets Was 
missing. The numbers of the missing notes 
are, of course, known. 

In conversation with an. Jrish Times 
representative yesterday, an old official of the 
Post Office in the Free State stated that he 
was not surpriséd to hear that .a bank 
registered packet had disappeared. ll the 
banks, he said, sent money in very large sums 
through the post in a way that was nothing 
less than.tempting. Big letters bulging with 
notes are posted every week by the hundred, 
and every person through whose hands they 
pass knows perfectly well that the contents 
are valuable. The fastening seals frequently 
get’ smashed in the mail bags, and it was not 
unknown for the covering envelope to. get 
torn. Not so long ago he came across in the 
course of his duty a burst envelope from an 
Irish bank branch containing a large sum’ in 
ordinary Treasury notes. 

The official told a story of a clever theft 
which, he said, was committed in Dublin 
within the present year. A parcel of jewellery 
worth several hundred unds came by 
registered post addressed to a city trader, ana 
was in the usual way passed on tothe Customs 
clearing office. In the course of the day the | 
officials there received a telephone message, 
apparently from the consignee, who asked how 
much he had to pay on the parcel and when 
he could’ get it cleared: Both questions were 
answered, and Jater on a man came to the 
office, paid the Customs charges, signed the 
receipt and got the parcel. It is hardly 
necessary to add that the jewellery did not 
reach the person to whom it was despatched. }

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A SMALL HOSPITAL 
SHIP 


- 


TO HELP LABRADOR 
FISHERMEN. 

A crew of four will sail a one hundred 
feet hospital ship across the Atlantic from 
Yarmouth to Labrador next summer, and 
though they take their lives in their hands 
they will not be paid a penny for their ser- 
vices. The ship, Strathcona II. is to be 
used in connection with Dr. Wilfred Cren- 
fell’s missionary work among the fisher folk 
along the Labrador coast, and will replace the 
Strathcona that was wrecked off Labrador 
eighteen months ago. ‘‘ The boat is only 
sixteen feet in width, and a-hundred feet on 
the water line, said Dr. Grenfell to a Press 
representative. ‘* She is a private yacht. 
I found her at Southampton recently, pur- 
chased her, and sent her to Yarmouth to be 
fitted out as a hospital ship. Already I have 
a captain and two engineers, and now I only 
require a cook. 

“Two of the men were in command of 
torpedo destroyers during the war. ‘They 
will be away from England six months. ‘The 
voyage will be via the Azores—a distance of 
1,400 miles—on account of the ship’s lack of 
space for carrying fuel. 

“ Don't ask me how long the voyage will 
take,” he said. ‘‘I shall be satisfied if they 
get there.” Dr. Grenfell added :—‘‘ The 
world is as chivalrous to-day as it was in 
the days of the Crusaders.’’—( Reuter.)

DISTRIBUTION PROBLEM IN 


BELFAST. 


In an address to the Belfast and District 
Chamber oí Trade yesterday, Mr. Johnstone 
Wright, M.I.E.E., manager and engineer. of 
the Corporation’s electricity works, said that 
formerly the cost of current for lighting pur- 
poses was very high, but anybody who studied 
the present tariffs would say that they were 
not at all dear. Last July the price was 
reduced to 64d. a unit, 

The trouble in the matter of cost was that 
they could not store electricity. For that 
reason they had complicated charges. When 
electricity could not be stered they could not 
have a flat rate for everybody. Plant had to 
be supplied to meet the maximum demand, 
but during certain parts of the day it might 
be comparitively idle. 

Shop-lighting was the most unproductive 
load they had. Practically nothing was got 
out of it. Only an average of an hour a day 
all the year round was required. ere were 
several customers in Belfast at under ld. a 
unit because of their requirements continuing 
longer. While they had reduced the cost to 
61d. in July, there were larger consumers who 
for the same reason got down to 34d. They 
could, if they wished, go on to the rateable 
value and Id. a unit for private supplies.
